There is nil interesting point in connection with the 
successes achieved hy the representatives of this Univer- 
sity in athletic contests during the past two years, 
which may have escaped the notice of many of our read- 
ers. We refer to the fact that, in baskethall, hockey 
and football, we have developed here at McGill a style 
of play in each of the three games which is distinctly 
different from that in vogue at the other Cauadian Uni- 
versities. In all the three sports this movement in ad- 
vance has been most successful and is undoubtedly large- 
ly responsible for the prominence McGill has achieved in 
athletic circles. 

In the football we have to thank Coach Shaughnessy 
for the change he introduced. The four man onside kick, 
the double split buck and many other plays all originat- 
ed with him. It was none of these things however which 
marked the McGill style as distinctive. The fundament- 
al secret of the McGill game lay in the principle enun- 
ciated by Shaughnessy, that it is better to keep the oth- 
er teams wings running up and down the field by return- 
ing all kicks instead of running them back. How suc- 
cessful this proved any spectator of the games last fall 
can bear witness. 

The same thing holds true of the hockey. Coach 
Roberts worked out a new defensive game which event- 
ually brought the championship to McGill. Mr. Roberts 
theory was roughly this : Kee . down your opponents 
score and your own chance, will surely come. He there- 
fore evolved the three man defence game which was so 
successful last year and, caused Varsity's downfall last 
Saturday afternoon. 

In basketball again we find the same principle ap- 
plied at McGill. The red and white representatives play 
a close game iu contradistinction to the usual open 
floor game played generally in Canada. As a result of 
this the scoring is held down and the McGill team by 
protecting their own basket achieve opportunities to 
score on their opponents. 

There was a time not very long ago when the con- 
stant excuse for McGill's non success in athletics was, 
"How can we hope to compete with Varsity in view of 
the numbers and quality of the men they have to choose 
from ?" and there was a certain amount of truth in the 
statement. One thing however we overlooked and that 
was the all important fact that success is not so much 
a matter of mere numbers as of making the best use of 
what material there is at hand.
